Subject. —Grant of additional licences to established importers on the basis 
of imports from Pakistan—Clarification regarding- 

No. 70 -ITC(PN)/ 64 . —Attention of the importers is invited to para¬ 
graphs 31 and 32 in Chapter III of the Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules 
and Procedure, 1904, wherein it is provided that a separate quota certificate will be 
issued to an importer on the basis of his past imports from Pakistan provided the 
basic year for these imports is the same as the one on the basis of which the 
importer has obtained his quota certificate on General area. It is further provid¬ 
ed in paragraph 45 of Chapter HI of the said Hand Book that 0 quota licence Is 
given to an established importer as a percentage of the value of imports fixed in 
the quota certificate in accordance with the policy statement in the relevant Import 
Trade Control Policy Book. 

2. It is hereby clarified for the information of the tiade that, as a measure of 
relief to importers from Pakistan, additional licences will be issued based on the 
quota certificates pertaining to the past imports from Pakistan. The value of the 
licences will be calculated on the same quota as is applicable, in respect of the 
items concerned, to the General area as a whole in terms of the policy given in 
the relevant Import Trade Control Policy Book. The licences will be valid for 
import from General aifea 
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
